@ubjects were excellent.”’ (6,) “it is any- 
thing but generous treatment to pluck a 
candidate who came so near to the stan- 
dard" etc, Now, sir, from the followirg 
you will find all the ubove statements are 
incorrect. 

At page 19 of, the curriculum you will 
find that protestant candidates for second 
Class certificates are required to be ac- 
quainted with the outlines of the history 
of English literature, and to be familiar 
with the work or works of some English 
author assigned from time to time for 
epecial preparation, and amongst the 
books prescribed jor the use of candidates 
for second class certificates are, amongst 
others, “Stoptor]d Brook's Boyli<b cviter- 
ature,” from wiics the way, the first 
three out of th qe ya given ut 
the recent exain ion, Second class, were 
takon. Quesiion 4 i+ so easy that any of 
Macauly's proverbial school boys wouid 
dream its answer, describe the leading 
histories of Englind? Questions 5, 6 and 
7 are simple and from Scott's best kaown 
worka—simple for any boy or girl of ordi- 
nary brains, and in this subject Miss 
Andrews, the winver of the Lineham gold 
medal and of Mr Kennedy's prize, got 36 
marks out of 159. (2,) ‘*that every candi 
date who atempled the examination 
failed” is absurd. Very many of the 
candidates ma je creditable marks in En - 
glish literatur — (3,) “the paper is the re- 
verse of absurd (t is a comparatively easy 
but sound test of what an aspirant fora 
second cla 8 certificate shoald make 9) per 
cent on. (4,) ‘iv was this paper on liter- 
ature alone that plucked her."’ It was 
not, Miss Andrews also failed in gram- 
mar, algebra und euclid, she made only 
48 out of 150 1n grammar ; 45 out of 150 
in algebra, and only 25 out of 150 in en- 
clid. This also answers your No. 5 state- 
ment. (6,) ‘is it generous or unfair’’ to 
pluck a candidate who has made such ig- 
nominions failures in so many important 
subjects? Decidedly not. Would you 
yours: If 4s a scholar and a gentleman like 
to send your children to a teacher making 
these failures? No indeed. 

There are two sides to every story, Mr. 
Editor, and as your excellent pa_er is, | 
see, conducted on the audi alteram partem 
principle, | hope you will be good enough 
to insert this letter. 

A worl to asviring candidate's for 
teachers’ certificates. (1) Don't go beyond 
your depth. Take Pope's advice, “Drink 
deep or taste not the Pierian Spring.”’ If 
you fear you can't take a second class 
certificate try a third. Be hamble and 
putisfied with small beginnings. (2)Study 
the books the Board tell you to, aad you 
cannot fail. (3) The examiners are mor- 
ally bound to give the public **generous’’ 
treatment by plucking dunces or unfit 
candidates, Notavoreven to the dear 
ladies, Be generous to yourself by study- 
ing the right books and studying them 
well. (4) When you are plucked don’t 
fret and fume and beat the air and ran to 
bold, bad editors with “yarns’’. Gird up 
your loins and fix your bustle and take 
‘Excelsior’ for your motto, 

Candidates if you take this advice you 
will all win next time and bless the Cal- 
gary Henaup, even though it did ‘go 
for’’ the examiners.
